Washington Jttne 11, Prof. Biley 


•f the United States entomological 
commission says: 


The locusts now appearing in the 


West and South-are two distinct 
broods; that one is the thirteen-year 
and tbe other the seventeen-year 
locusts, and this is the first time 
they have appeared in the same year 
since 1660.

Mesmerism, under another 
name, is and has long boon pi noticed in 
all our large cities by those 1.1 \ led "mag- 
netic doctors." 


About a century ago the German 


physician, from whose name this term 
Mesmerism is derived, came to Paris to 
•gitate that center ot civilization with 
hii strange theories and novel curative 
system. 
Hit lectures and experiments became 


the great sensation of the period. The 
rich and the poor, the learned and the 
unlearned, alike, were his - pupils and 
patients. Among these was tho Queen 
of France herself, why, is said to have at- 
tended, iu disguise, several of his public 
seances. His career of snccess was rude- 
ly terminated by the adverse report ol 
the commission appointed by tbe French 
Academy to investigate his doctrines 
and medical system, which thenceforth, 
for more than half a century, sunk into 
partial oblivion. It is not to be denied 
that many surprising tuies, within a few 
years, have been obtained by the use ol 
animal magnetism.

used. Poor people wore rings of ivory 
and blue porcelain. The rings of the 
ancients, in many ciiae.-, were of iron gild- 
ed. Iron rings used to be made with 
gold seals. 


An incident mentioned by Plutarch, 


shows how distinctive a gold ring once 
was. 
'When Cinna and Caius Marius 


were slaughtering the citizens of Borne, 
the slaves of Corjiutua hid their master 
in the house and took a dead body out 
of the street from among tlte slain and 
hanged it by tho neck, then they put a 
gold ring upon tho finger, anil showed 
the corpse m that condition to Marius' 
executioners, after which they dressed it 
for the funeral; and buried it as their 
master's body. Rings in those days were 
very different affairs from the flimsy 
bands of metal now in use. 


Some of the Egyptian signets were of 


extraordinary size. Sir Gardiner Wil- 
kinson mentions an ancient Egyptian 
one which contained about one hundred 
dollars'worth of gold. It consisted oi a 
massive ring, half an inch iu its largest 
diameter. , Exceptionally 
ponderous 


rings were those made to wear on the 
thumbs. An ancient swell, loaded down 
with his weighty ornaments, could hard- 
ly use his fingers at all A curious form 
some- old rings assumed was that of a 
strap and buckle, like a.common belt or 
eollai. They were formed of piece* of 
metal joined so as to make .a pliable 
band, and were wrapped around the'fin-' 
ger and'buckled there like so much rib- 
bon.
